Yet it is riot ſoto be ynderſtood, as if the increaſe 324% 
of the Church ſhould be alwaies apparant,and in a louriſh- 
ing eminencie, as our Rhemiſts ypon this Text would have 
it : for we know by the Word of God, that there muſt be A-

The confideration of the time is of excellent vſe. It ſhew- 
eth the patience of God, in waiting ſo long from day to day 2. Per. 3.9. 
for our converſion. It was great tothe old world, whenthe |. per.q.10, 
long ſuffering of God waited in the dayes of Noah, by the Gen ;. 
ſpace of 120. yeeres : but it wasnothing to the rime of the 
Goſpel, fromthe firft,to the ſecond comming of Chriſt. This 
aduiſerh vs, to take ſpeciall notice of the day of ourgjhtati» 
on. For through the render mercy of our God , the day- Tring Luk. 1,78. 
from an high hath viffted vr. Have we the light? Let vs walke 
in it, while we have it, and pray the Lord to fend ir,to them 
that fit in darkeneſle, 

Againe, let ys not raſhly cenſure, nor yncomfortably de. 
ſpaire of thoſe chat are without : The Loyd adderh ro his 
Church daily:ctherefore let vs,while there is time,borhhope, 
and helpe forward the worke of God, All are nor calted in Math 30.3. 
inthe prime of the day , bur ſome at the third, ſfomearthe 
fixt, ſome at the elevench houre, He that is to day, with Saw, 
a perſecuter, may be to morrow a Connert, and profeſſe thar 
which before hee perſecuted, We lay, Hee runner farre, 
that newer retwrnes, But know , that none can outrunne 
K 2 God, 
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God, when hee will fetch him home to himſelfe. 

To cloſe vp this matter in brieſe; See here in the laſt place, 
the happineſ: of thoſe that are added to the Church:atis in 
one word, Saluation ; being made the ſervants of God, and 
becomming of his family, which is the Ckurch , Theyhane, 
ſaith the Apoſtle, rhiter frat iz holineſſe, and the end, everla- 
ſing life, They are kept by the power of God, threugh 
faith, unto ſalnation. They are ſaternthe Arke, whileſt - 
world of the wicked periſh in the Deluge. They are inthe 
luatle Zoar of Gods Church, out of the danger of thefite of 
Gods wrath, Happie ave the people that are in ſuch a caſe, yea 
thrice happy are they that hawe the Lord for thew God, 

What can allure vs to be of this ſocietie, if this motive of 
eternall happineſle preuaile not with vs? Men defivero bee 
free of thoſe Corporations, that have great immunities and 
priuiledges: then know,that no citic can compare with the 
heauenly Ieruſalem: no ſocietie comparable to the Com- 
munion of Saints. 

How prophane then and blaſphemous is the conceit of 
wicked worldlings, that ſay, It is io vaine co ſerue God: and 
what profit is in Religion and religious walking before the 
Lord: and count the proud and wicked, like themfelues,the 
onely happy men? Whar « lamentable thing is it, thatthe 
god of the world ſhould fo blinde their eyes , that they 
ſhould not ſee their owne miſcric, and the contrary happi- 
nes of Gods people,till with the rich Glutron,it be roo late? 

As for thoſe that baue their part in this happines,let them 
goe on cheerefully, abownding in the worke of the Lord ; for- 
a/much as they know , that their labowr 15 not in vaine in the 
Lord, 'Letthem from the bottome of their hearts, ſay,Bleo 
ſed be the Gad and Father of our Lord Tefws Chriſt, which,ac- 
cording to bis abundant mercie , hath begotten vs «gaine untoa 
lively hope , by the reſwrrettion of leſur Chriſt from the dead, 
to aninberitance incarruptible and wndefiled , and that fadeth 
not away, reſerned in beawen for vs. Amen. 
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
